The Xiast of the Laud Pirates. 

The news of the death of " General" Wil- 
liam Walker is conSrmed. Tlie "f;rcy-oyed 
man of de«tlnv" lias at last met a long dc- 
« .rvc.'d fate, f-ct us hope that in him died 
the last of tlio raoc of tillibuslors who have 
spread misery .-Mid desolatiou In their paths 
♦ l.rouf;li peaix'ful <20Uiitrics. The New Or- 
gans " 7'n<e Delta, o( Sept, 29th, has the 
ibllov.-iiig account of tJi« closing nceiicfs de- 
rived from Miyor Thomos Dolan, the came 
person to whom we alluded recently ns hav- 
ing Inst year been a resident of Fraser 
lliver. 

At midnight, on tho 2,'M Au^'ust, Walker 
left Truxillo with his little hand, and after 
proceeding several mile.-, lo.st his way. The 
men were resting and oloanin;,' their 
■/•v.. (Ill llio morning uf the 2 Itli, lying under 
tin; irora, when .^nddenly a lar;;o firce ol 
i[ iiiihiriaiiK m nvheil upon tliiMii. Sjveral uf 
W.LikiM-'s moo wore woniidod by this fire, l)ui 
hi' i|ui.'kly cnlle'itud his little band to^^uther 
iiu I f.)r;iiin^ thi'ni iiit.i two conipanics, or- 
<liTf I lliem to i harge in dift'cront directions 
— uue up and the other dnu n the river. 
"Walker haviiij; -rot a littlo ahead .if his 
party, was tired at, hy a Homluriaii at a ills- 
tance of two paoi^^^, ami w muded in the lai'e. 
The General, houever, (|uiekly brou;;htdown 
his assail.'int with a ten-idiodior, and the rest 
,.!'tiio llindurian-- diMl in ^i-aat confusion, 
li'aviii;: tli'^ir killed and woiindeil hohiiiil. 
tif this nartv of ono liuiidi-nl and fnrty, liiit 
thirty (?) '''"'k Tru.villn. Wiion it i.s 
ci .;si'dered that Walker's men were all vet- 
erans, and wore armed with Minio rifles, this 
lo-is is not at all an improb.iblo one. In this 
11 t'oii of AValker's party, (ieorp;e i'oiiiiTny 
■vv IS killcil, and the fulhuvin^' ^^•lmlll!o l: 
Id'iiiteiiant Kyan, Isly, I'riddy, CnHin. ll<j:'^. 
Wolgauiote, I'ldler and I'orter. iVone <4' 
these men were dangerously wouadivl, Imi 
one of the wounded, a Gorman named Smith, 
who was in charge of a fellow-countryman 
u .-ned Strooker, was murdered by Iho Hon- 
diLriaiiH. IIi-1 friend met alike fate. 

On the iiit,'ht after the battle, which oc- 
curred in the afternoon, V^'alker took up his 
life. of rnareti to a place further down the 
rivir, called Limon. This place they 
re;<ched in safety, with no other casually 
but thfl Hcveru wounding; of Major Ilofl by 
ih'' lire of nome straijizlin;! Hondurians. At 
Limoiij Walker's party was kindly rucelviid 
by the iia;iv(! Caryhs, who eoiiBtitulo Ihe 
pojiuiatioii of the place, and wlio are in vote- 
rata in Iboir hostility to the Hondurians 
fjoierally. and to all .Spaniards. Tlioy spoke 
Ki ijlifh, and gave Walker's men an abiiru). 

'nof Buch provisions as thuy had. dm- 
tiiiiiiii){ their march from thi.n place— pais- 
iag through several Caryh villa^#s, wIhto 
thoy wero always kindly received, ami ri!- 
ceiving now and then a slraggling shot from 
aoma prowling Honduriana— the litUo band 
fitmlly reached a place on the sea coast 
oa'!ed Little Rock, where thoy remained for 
a I'.iy, riiceiviiiH mncli kind Ireatmnnl from 
the Carybs, and then procured bents to 
Irunaport thesiokand wounded to the place 
where Walker had arranged to have his 
re.'uler.votis. 

licavint; little Rock, Walker pniciicdc'l 
t.iwiirds Black Kiver, stoppin;; im his way at 
tin: house of a hos|)i(.ablo Caryh culled .luhn 
lJull. At three o'clock v. u, on the '.'7tli of 
Au;^iiNt, Walker reached in nafoty tlm Ithick 
rlviT (Kio Negro) orTonto, and oncampi d at 
th'' Iradiny; post of one DoniHiiij;, an Kiif;- 
li-^limun, who has lived in the emmtry tor 
tw ' iity-oue years. Here the men ohtiiini'cl 
pruviHioiiH, and Walker remained for tlirei! 
aayi. The post in but two miles and a half 
from Iho sou coast. 
On ihf Ujli 9f Spptowbur two Ilriti»li cut- 



ters, carrying forty men, come up the river, 
and Captain Salmon, of the leartis,. oocoilf 
paiiycd by General Alvarez, of the Hondu- 
rian army, stispped ashore and walked to the 
house ill which Walker was, and asked an 
interview with him, which was granted.- - 
Captain Salmon demanded that Walker 
should surrender. The latter asked if he 
surreuderod, would it be to British author- 
ities. To this inquiry M^«c.^lftn_ and 
Captain West, who wore present at the inter- 
view, solemnly assert that Salmon replied, 
" Yes, you surrender to me, as a British 
officer." The question was repeated by Gen- 
eral Walker, and the same answer given by 
Oomraandor Salmon, who rather haughtily 
and patronizingly added, You may thank 
me, loo, thak'yoa'have'a whole bono in your 
body." 

The General then told them that under 
these circumstances he would surrender 
The men were ordered to form, and their 
arms, even to their knives, were delivered 
over to the British marines, who formed a 
puard over them. That night, when the 
men were all asleep, General Walker and 
Colonel Itudler were taken under a guard to 
the Icarus, and in the morning all ihe men 
were taken on board the same vessel, where 
they were closely guarded, and not permit 
ted to hold any conversation with General 
Walker and Colonel Rudler. On the 4th 
the Icarus weighed anchor, and steamed up 
to Truxillo, where she arrived that night. 
On the way all the officers and men of 
Walker's p^rty were searched, for papers 
which miaht be used for his conviction. In 
addition to the British sailors and marines 
on the Icarus, there was a force of about two 
hundred Honduriau soldiers. On the morn- 
ing of tlie 5th, the mr?n of Walker's party 
were marcheil o(f Ihe ship and paraded in 
front of three hundred Hondurian soldiers. 
General Walker and Colonel Rudler were 
then formally delivered over to the Hondu- 
rian authorities, and Ihe men were marched 
off to prison under a guard of the British 
tnirintis. They were confined in a wretched 
prison, with an albwance of one dollar and 
u half a tlay lor the whole party, and closely 
guarded by fifty or sixty armed men. Dur- 
ing their detention, however, the unlortniiate 
prisoners received many aeis of kindnefs 
from Spanish citizens residing in Truxilh', 
for which they expressed themselves in 
ternn uf warm gratitude. 

While in prison they mourned the sad 
fate ol their late beloved and heroic com- 
mander. Walker and Kudler, after being 
delivered over io the Hondurians, were 
Heavily ironed and placed in daik cells, and 
no per.-'on allowed to communicate with 
them. On ihelllhof Sejitember the pris- 
oners were informed by Mr, Sciuiers, an 
,Am; riean, that the General was to be sliot 
the i.BXt ilay. 

Accordingly, on the morning of ihe t'ith, 
tlie doors and window.s of Ihe prUou were 
;ii: c'oscd, hut through the port-holes the sad 
spectacle wiis witnessed hy .Major Dolan, of 
toe cortege which led Ihe General to the 
place of Ins e.veimtion. He walked between 
two priests, anil was preceded and followed 
by a stron;; guard. The party soon disap- 
peared friun the view of it»e 'prisoners. In 
ten minutes after ihey had marched by the 
prison, a vidley of four tntiskel.i was heard, 
then a voll.'V uf five, and finally a single 
^hot, followed liy loud jiiirriilis, And this 
was all the prisoners knew of ihe fate (d their 
brave commander, until the doors and win- 
dows of iheircells were opeited, and the fact 
was announced to them with great glee and 
evnhalion on ll;e [lart of the Hondurian olli- 
cKils. 'rill! body of the General wa.s left on 
the graninl hy the soldiers, whence it was 
taken by two American geiitleiiien iiiid ile- 
ceiitly burieil, with the aid of two Catholic 
priests. Colonel Kudler was aentenoed to 
four years" imprisoninoni, and was seen by 
the prisoners ruling on a mulo into the coun- 
try, under a guanl of soldiers. 

A corrojpondent of the ,\ew York Ihralil, 
writing from Truxillo, gives some details of 
an interview with Walker after his capture' 
lie .ays: 

■■' While on board the Icaru.s, I had a con- 
versation with Walker, who handed mo tlni 
original correspondence which paS'Sed be- 
tween himtelfand the Britlati commander, 
which ho said he would like to have pub- 
lished. He also requested mti to write out, 
al his dictation, ii brief protest against his 
Hiirrender to Hondurian aulhoritie.i. Ili.i 
dictation was calm ami deliberate, giving me 
arjiple opportunity to write down every word 
bilforo iirononncing tin; next. While I wai 
thus eiigagcil, an ndicer ap[)roi»elieil and in- 
formed me that I cmild receive no coiiimu- 
nication for pnl'lK-alion from I he pi isoiiers. 
This fieerneil to trouble Walker, wlm then 
asked me to look over the papers and note 
thein well. The oliieur thereupon reported 
to Ihe Captain, who promptly came up and 
told me to lake whatever iiapers I plea^-ed 
from the prisoner, lor piiblii-utiini or other- 
wise. I aceordingly send you the original 
loiters of Captain Salmon to Walker, the re- 
ply of Walker in his own hand, and llm 
' i'rnlest,' which I wrote out at his dicta- 
tion " 

The following is the protest riifurrud to: 
" 1 hereby protoat, before tlio civiliinud 
wmid, that whan I aurranHered to the cap- 
tail of her Majflsty'i ■tetmer loaru*, (hat 



officer expressly received my sword and pis- 
tol, as. well aa the arms of Colonel Rudler, 
and'the aurrender was expressly, and in so 
manyiwords. to him, as the representative of 
Her Britanmo Majesty.

S. INlarshals were sent from Kentucky, re- 
cently, to Lafayette county, Ohio, to atresia 
fuijitivo slave. One of them succeeded in 
catching the fugitive and taking him home ; 
biiL the other fared badly. Soon after show- 
ing his warrant ha was set upon by a crowd 
of negroes and white men, to the number ot 
sixty or seventy, a part of whom were arm- 
ed with guns and pistols. The negro was 
liberated, and the person of tho deputy 
fleciirwl by the ns.iailants. His clothes were 
nearly torn off, .md, amid shouts and oaths, 
ho was beaten witli clubs, to serve him, as 
the crowd said, as tiiey treat slaves at the 
South." The warrant and all his money 
was taken from hinn, and the mob endeav- 
ored to liang him, but failed to do so. They 
e.ttended his arms and placed him as a mark 
f(ir the buIletH of tliose iirnied with guns. 
Tho <lt'.[)iity begged them to sliool him, 
rather than torture him as they hud done. 
Those who were armed were drawn up, when 
tho word was given — " .Make ready — take 
aim" — but before the word " tire" was given, 
someone of the mob rnshed in and begged 
them not to fire. The guns were dropped, 
;ind the deputy was liberated from his un- 
ci infortable posilinn. Not satisfied with the 
iti lignily ami pain already iiillicted,^ a knife 
w;is .sent for and the hair of the otficer was 
clipped close to tiis scalp, and he was then 
turned loose to make his way out of the 
neighborhood, which he did with all conve- 
nient haste.

The Prince of Wales In St Jjouls--- 
Eigbty Ztaouaand People Receive Him. 

Lord Renfrew, as His Highness chooses 
to be called, arrived in St. Louis on the 
2.')th, and after receiving congratulations 
from his friends and visitors, retired for the 
night. On the 27th, he had t;ie grandest 
reception ever accorded a titled personage, 
and by far exceeding anything that has thus 
far greeted him in America. The royal 
party left Barnum's Hotel about 10 o'clock 
ill the morning, to see the sights. At the 
first appearance of tho I'rince he was 
greetud by cheers, to which he responded 
by lifting his hat. As the cortege passed 
up Walnut street, the mob became exces- 
sive, almost choking the way. Most of the 
citixens were content with a passing view 
of the royal party, but the rabble closed in 
after the carriages, and for a time threatened 
to overwhelm the Prince with their rude 
and vulgar attentions. The route of the 
party, as advertised, was faithfully fol- 
lowed, and at every point along the route 
thousands were congregatetl to fea-it tlieir 
eyes upon tho I'rince. A little fast driving 
enabled the parly to escape in some degree 
the great pressure of the mob, and roach the 
Fair Grounds in good season. They en- 
tered the enclosure between 12 and I 
o'clock, and in a lew minutes thereafter 
passed into the aniptii theatre. 

The scene at this momcrit was thrilling 
ar;d very impressive. At l<?ast tliirty thous- 
and per.-ions were packed and jammed in 
the seats and along the promenades of the 
amphitheatre, and at the moment of theen- 
tiaiice of the Prince llo're arose from this 
vast innltiliide a prolonged ami hearty 
cheer, the ladie? at the same time waving 
their handkerchiefs, and the gentlemen 
raising their hats. The Prince modestly 
lifted his hat, and the cheering continual. 
Slowly the carnages passed around tho 
circle, the occnpains of each section of the 
ainpliitheatre giving him a s[ieciai welcome, 
and some of the ladies casting their bumpiets 
at the I'rince, while the band in ihe pagoda 
' ! •' Ha-!

Nature, however, has set a barrier to our 
curiosity in this direction, and we may not 
citep beyond it. Measurably, we can make 
ourselves acquainted with the vegetation of 
the deep and lis strange inhabitants. We 
encaue birds for our aimisrment and instruc- 
tion fand, recently, a caije of gla.ss has been 
made — a miniature ocean — in which we can 
compel fish and water vegetation to grow 
and multiply, and e.vhibit to an the myste- 
ries of acquean life. Aquaria, miniature 
lake.i, with their finny tribes, can be intro- 
duced into our parlors, and bo made the 
study of hours. It is a simple arrangement 
to make these water-i,'ardens and people 
them, and through them we may learn of 
the ways of that ocean and its life which 
our physical conformation prevents our visit- 
ing in person.
